Aliens Must Register: 
Or Be Subject | 


| 

Attorney General J. Howard | 
McGrath today directed attention |; 
to the requirements of the Alien | 
Registration Act of 1940 a8 | 
amended by the Internal Security : 
Act of 1950. 

The Attorney General said that 
under the amended law any alien 
residing in the United States on 
January 1, 1951, except one law- 
fully here in a temporary status; 
must notify the Commissioner of. 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, Washington, D. C., of his 
current address within ten days 
thereafter and during the same 
period in each succeeding year.

nye Cataracts Turn - 


Up Among Japanese 
Atom Bomb Survivors 


WASHINGTON — Eye cataracts 
have turned up in recent months as 
the first evidence of delayed effects 
among the survivors of the atomic 
bombings of Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki, the U. 8. Atomic Energy Com- 
‘mission has announced. _ 

The AEC announcement said: 
“Following the discovery that radi-- 
ation similar to that released in’ an 
atomic bomb burst had caused 
cataracts to form in the eyes of 
research workers in this country, a 
prelimiary ophthalmic survey was 
started at Hiroshima last year. 
“This survey, led by Dr. David G. 
Cogan and R. §. Forrest Martin of 
the Harvard Medical School, re- 
vealed 10 cases of cataracts hbe- 
lieved to have been caused by the 
atomic bomb. Subsequent examina- 
tion of 1,000 persons, most of whom 
were within \3,000 feet of the point 
above which the bomb exploded, 
has led to the discovery of about 
40 certain cases of radiation catar- 
act and an additional forty sus- 
pected cases. 

A full-scale opthalmological study. 
is underway at Hiroshima and a~ 


‘also planned. Annual follow-ups will 
be made of a. statistically signifi- 
cant sample of all persons known 
to have been within a certain radius 
of the bomb’s hypocenter. More fre- 
quent follow-up of all known and 
suspected cases of cataract are 
planned.” 

The AEC is ‘Aine continuing its 
overall survey of the medical and 
genetics effects of the bombings on 
the populations of the two cities. The 
AEC said its findings would ‘have | 
important significance for scientists 
and for military and civil defense 
planning in the United States. ©

Fear 
spread across western Europe like 
a tidal wave. Newspapers issued 
extras with black headlines and 
radio’ programs were interrurted 
to put the announcement on the air. 
Near panic on a world-wide scale 
was evident for the first time in 
history. 

The President’s statement creat- 
ed the impression that he had a}- 
ready given General MacArthur 
authority to drop the A-bomb when- 
ever he considered it necessary and

Somewhat cleared, the question of 
using the atomic bomb and its 
status in the event of all-out war 
caused a wave of discussion 
throughout the world.

employ the weapon in the present 
Korean campaign.

A more striking example of/ 


changed conditions is hard to real- 
ize than that of East Jordan, five 
years ago, contrasted with the 
present aspect. Five years ago the 
Michigan Iron and Chemical Co. 
was running twenty-four hours a 
day, seven days a week; the East 
Jordan Lumber Co’s. two mills 
were running ten hours a day, 
augmented industrially by the 
camps and railroad lines through- 
out its timber land. The Flooring 
Plant and Malpass Iron Works 
were also running on a ten-hour 
schedule. 

Hundreds of men were employ- 
ed, many of them = owning their 
homes, and altogether forming a 
community of happy, industrious 
people, living conditions above 
the average. Today all this has 
changed. One by one industries 
closed their doors until but one of 
the old plants remain, The Mal- 
pass Iron Works. An exodus of 
workers to the large cities of the 
State reduced our population at 
least one-third. The change has 
not been a pleasant one. It was a 
realization of a real need of def- 
inite organization that resulted 
in the formation of the “East 
Jordan Business Men’s Club”, on 
Feb. 18, 1927. With the definite 
purpose of promoting the indust- 


rial, social and general welfare 


of the city and the surrounding 
region. Year by year the summer 
colonies have ‘been creeping in- 
land from Lake Michigan’s shores, 
as the people began to realize the 
beauty of our inland lakes. One 
of the big things accomplished 
was that of securing the routing 
of M-66 through East Jordan. 
The Mills are gone and with 
them that phase of industrial 
life. A new civic spirit is awaken- 


ing and with it the dawn of a 


new day for our city.

Kris Kringle Isn't 
Really Santa Claus 


Popular notion seems to imply 
that Kris Kringle. is a German 
term of endearment for Santa 


Claus. Just what motivates this 
idea is not at all clear, since Kris 
Kringle is really a modification of 
Christkind who, although endowed 
by German legend as a gift-giver, 
resembles Santa Claus not in the 
least. 


Santa Claus, as we know him in 
America, never really caught on 
‘In Germany. St. Nicholas comes 
around on his liturgical feast day 
~—December 6 — with his pockets 
bulging with candy and nuts and 
trinkets. Well and good, but Ger- 
man parents maintain, as did their 
predecessors of the Reformation 
mas, the birth of Jesus, should 
dominate the observances. 

Nor is Christkind. depicted as the 
Infant Jesus himself, but rather as 
his messenger and gift-bearer who 
comes to earth at Christmastime 
to bring happiness to good chil- 
The Christkind is usually 
represented as a child dressed in 
white robes, -wearing a golden 
erown and _having big, golden 


wings.

Plans Expedition 

For Lost Atlantis 

LONDON, Eng.—For centuries 
men have discussed the, legend of. 
the lost continent of Atlantis and the 
hope of someday discovering it. Soon 
such an expedition will get under- 
way, 

‘Egerton Sykes, 55, explorer and 
former British diplomat, hopes to 
go. to the Azores some time this 
year tu try to photograph evidence 
of the submerged continent of At- 
lantis from a bathysphere. 

Sykes is chairman of the Atlan- 
tean Research Center and last year 
planned an ‘expedition to Mount 
Ararat in Turkey to find the original 
Noah’s Ark. The Soviet government 
charged his mission of seeking the 
Ark was a cover for espionage ac- 
tivities and the expedition was 
blocked. . 

The Ararat expedition was 
planned earlier but was delayed. by. 
security considerations which 
placed on the top-secret list some 
of the underwater apparatus he in- 
tended to use. The apparatus in- 
cluded underwater radar and echo 
sounding devices which Sykes said 
could have been used to determine 
a contour of any submerged archi- 
tectural structure. 

_ Sykes now hopes to get pictures

America Has Provided 
World With Poinsettia 


‘yHILE Iv SEEMS rather odd, it 
- ¢ertainly is interesting that 
America has given the world its 
most beloved Christmas ‘plant—the 
poinsettia. This plant, like so many 
others of our best flowers, is na- 
tive to. tropical America. The flor- 
ist has been able to propagate it 
and grow it in a small pot, so that, 


Christmas. plant. 
There is a sentiment that goes 
with most Christmas plants -- we 


can be done with. the poinsettia? 
Most of us figure that it is easier 
and cheaper’ to throw it away. 
However, if properly handled, it 
will bloom for you. a second or 
even a third or fourth year. You 
can even propagate it, if you wish, 
and have more plants. - 

Give the plant a resting period 
around the middle: of February. 
The florist simply. lays it under the 
benches, but you. will probably put 
it in your basement. Water it oc- 
casionally ~ enough to keep the 
wood from wilting, but no more. 
Then, around the latter part of 
May or early in June, bring. it. out, 
cut it back rather severely, and re- 
pot.it, You.can then put it outside 
if you wish in the shade of a tree 
or shrub, and water it enough .to 
keep it growing, Of course, if you 
have a. nice, warm, sandy spot, 
you might. plant it-right in the 
ground, but most. of us prefer tof 
leave it in the ‘pot.
